Extract of a letter from a Mahomedan in Persia, 

professing his thorough conviction of the truth 

of Christianity obtained, in part, from his pe- 
rusal of Mr. Martyn’s books. 

Ihave long directed my attention to investigate 
‘the different existing religions, and have read 
various histories and other books. I have collect- 
ed more or less information on the subject, and 
satisfied myself that the religion of Mahomed is 
vain, and devoid of the ornaments of truth. I al- 
so studiously examined the religion of the Jews, 
of the Magi, and others; but I could net obtain 
that satisfaction from any, which I wanted. I 
therefore attended the Learned and the Ministers 
ofthe Christian Religion, discussing with them 
various systems; and, among others, the Five 
Sects of Islamism ; and discovered the vanity and 
insufficiency of each. The result of the whole is 
this, that I adopted in my heart, the Christian Re- 
ligion—in my heart, because the profession and 
practice of it, in a country of Mahomedans, is im- 
possible. I now therefore take the liberty of ad- 
dressing you most earnestly, requesting that you 
will not withhold your kindness and benevolence 
from me, but that I may pass the rest of my life 
under your protection, pach id myself to the 
Worship of God. I am now twenty-five years old. 
Tam totally unable of myself to go to you. Oh, 
how happy should I consider myself, if you would 
comply with my wishes! So far as I can see, I 
‘ave no other reseurce, but to go to you. 1 have 
ie other, know no other, who can liberate my life 
fom sin. May the season of your life and pros- 
Perity long remain !

5; This work is oftentimes carried on very far 
in reformation of life and conversation, so that it 
will express the whole form of godliness therein.

1. It will consist with and allow of raging and

2. Its refuemation of the conversation is seldom 
universal as to all known sins, unless it be fora 
season, whilst the soul is under a §agrant pursuit 
of self-righteousness. But notwithstanding the 
utmost that this work can attaty unto, after the 
efficacy of its first impres#ions begin to abate, 
lust will reserve some peculiar way of venting and 
discovering itself. | 

8. The conversations of persons, who live and 
ide under the power of this work only, is assur- 
edly fading, and decaying, coldness, sloth, negli- 
gence, love of the world, carnal wisdoni end seca- 
rity do every day get gronnd upon them. Hence 
although by along course of abstinence from open 
sensual sins, and stating of a contrary interest, 
they are not given up unto them; yet by the 
decays of the power of their convictions; and the 
ground that sin gets upon them, they become 
walking and talling skeletons in religion,dry, sap- 
less, useless worldlings. But where the sou! is in- 
laid with real saving grace, it isin a state of thrivé 
ing continually. Such an one will go on from 
strength to sirength, from grace to grace, fro 
glory toglory, and willbe fut aod flourisiting iu 
did age, Hy these things may we learn to distin: 
itish in ourselves Hetween the preparatory work 
mentioned; dnd that of real saving convefsion un-

«Phe whole work of the Spiritf God with 
fespect unto the regeneration of sinners may be 
referred unto twoheads,first, that which is prepara- 
tory for it, secondiy, that which is effective of it- 
‘That which is preparatery for it, is the conviction 
vf sin; thisis the work of the Holy Spirit, John 
svi: 8,9. And this also may be distinctly referred 
unto three heads. 1a discovery of the true nature 
of sin, by the ministry of the how. Rom. vii: 7.— 
2 an application of that discovery made in the 
mind, or understanding, unto the conscience of the 
sinner. S ‘ihe excitation of affections suitable 
‘unto that discovery and application; Acts. ii; 37. 
Qur principal inguivy at presentis after the work 
itself; or the nature and manner of the working 
of the Spirit of God in and en the souls of men 
in their regenerationg- 

This does not consist in moral suasion, but 
‘there is a real, physical work, whereby he infuseth 
a gracious principle of spiritual life, into all that 
are effectually converted, and really regenerated, 
and without which these is no deliverance froma 
state of sin anddeath. Moral suasion, however 
advanced, or impreved, and supposed to be effec- 
tual, yet it confers no new real supernatural 
strenvth unto the soul. For aithough it worketh, 
yee, and through the Spirit or grace of God there- 
in and thereby worketh by reasons, motives, argu- 
meuts and objective considerations, and no other- 
wise. it is able only to excite and draw out the 
strength which we have ; but real aid and internal 
Spiritua! strengti neitheris nor can be confered 
by it. he work of the Spirit we inquire after is 
that by which the mind is effectually renewed, the 
heart chans ed, the aflections sanctified, all actu- 
ally and effectually, or no deliverance will be 
wrought, obtained, or ensue out of the unregene- 
rate state. We grant, that in the work of regene- 
ration, the Holy Spirit, towards those that are a- 
dult, doth make use ef the word, both the law 
and the Gospel, and the ministry of the church in 
the dispensation of it, as‘the ordinary means 
thereof. Buta physical immediate operation of 
the Spirit by his power and grace, or his powerful. 
geace upon the minds or souls of men in their 
vegenerztion is that to which we must cleave, or 
ail the glory of God’s grace is lost, and the grace 
adwinistered by Christ neglected. So it is assert- 
ed Kph.i: 19.20. Lhat we may know what is 
ihe eacecding greatness of kis power towards us 
cho believe according to the working of his 
mighty power ; which he wrought in Christ when 
he raised him from the dead. The power here 
mentioncd hath an exceeding greatness ascribed 
unto it, with respect unto the effect produced by 
i. The aature of the operation. in effeciency is 
veclared to be of the same kind with that which 
was exerted in the raising of Christ from the dead. 
And this was by a real physical efliciency of di- 
vine power. And this efficiency on the minds of 
men as to the eventis infallible, victerivus and ir- 
ivetstible. 

The power which the Holy Ghost puts forth in 
our regeneration is such in its acting or exercise, 
es our minds, wills and cfections are suited to be 
wiought upon, and to Le affected by it, according 
oO their natures and: natural operations. Furn 
hou me cud I shallbe turned—draw thon me and 
A shail run after thee. We doth not actin them 
any otherwise than they themselves are meet to 
be moved end meve, to be acted, and act, accor- 
ding to their nature, power and ability. He draws 
uh the covds of aman. So that he doth not in 
fur regeneration possess the mind with any enthu- 
siastical impressions ; nor acteth absolutely upon 
ty as he cid in extraordinary prophetical luspira- 
tons of old, where the minds and organs ot the 
godies ef men were merely passive instruments, 
mover by him above their vatural capacity, and 
vetiveiy. oot only as to the manner of operation. 
Sut he works on the minds of men,in and by 
theirown natural actings, through an imm ediate 
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infiuence and impression ofhis power. He work-. 
eth to will, and todo. He therefore offers no vi0- 
lence or compulsion unto the will. But by an in- 
ward almighty secret act of his power produceth; 
or effecteth in us the will of conversion unto God, 
so actuating our wills, as that they also act them- 
selves, and that freely. This is the substance of 
what we plead for in this cause, and which de- 
clares the nature of this work of regeneration, as 
itis an inward spiritual work. The following 
Scriptures illustrate and establish this view. 
Weare his workmanship created in Christ Jesus 
unto good works. The Lord thy God will circum- 
cise thy heart, §c.to love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart, and all thy soul that thou mayest live. 
No man ever circwncised his own heart. Noman 
can say he began to do it by the power of his own 
will, and then God helped him by his grace. f 
new heart also will Igive you,and a new Spirit 
will I put within yous and Iwill take away the 
stony heart out of your flesh, and I will give you 
an heart of flesh. And £ will put my Spirit with- 
in you and cause youto walk in my statutes, and 
ye shall keep my judgments and do them You.hath 
he quickened whowere dead in trespasses and sins. 
Be renewed in the Spirit of your mind, and put 
on the new man which after God is created in 
righteousness and true holiness. 3 

There is therefore in regeneration an implanta- 
tion of a new principle of spiritual lite, of a life 
unto God in repentance faith, and obedience, or 
universal holiness, according to Gospel truth, or 
the truth which came by Jesus Christ. And the 
effect of this work.is called spirié, John vili: 5, 
That which is born of the Spirit is spirit. Itis 
the Spirit of God of whom we are born 5. that is, 
the new. life is wrought in us by his efficiency, 
and that which is born of him in us is spirié ; not 
the natural faculties of our souls, they are once 
created, once born, and no more}; but a new prin- 
ciple of spiritual obedience whereby we live unto 
God. And this is the product of the internal im- 
mediate efficiency of grace. 

This will the better appear if we consider the 
faculties of the coul distinctly and what is the es- 
pecial work of the Holy Spirit upon them. in our 
regeneration, or conversion to God. 

1. The leading conducting faculty of the soul is 
the mind or understanding. Now this is corrupt- 
ed and vitiated by the fall. Itis unable to discern 
spiritual things in a spiritual manner ; for itis 


possessed. with spiritual blindness. or darkness ;. 


and is filled with enmity against God and his law. 
Now the wark of the Spirit with respect to this is 
called, giving us an understanding, and it is ex- 
pressed Eph. i: 16, 17.48. That the od of our 
Lovd Jesus Christ, the Father of Glory may give 
unto you the Spirit of wisdom aud revelation, in 
the knowledge of him ; the eyes of your under- 
standing being opened, that youmay knew what 
is the hope of his calling, &c.. Again,. 

God is herein said to commnnicate light to our 
minds, so that we see by it, or perceive by it the 
things proposed unto us in the Guspel usefuily and 
savingly. 2. Cor, iv:.6. © Ged who commanded the 
light to shine out of darkness, hath shined in our 
heart to give the light of the knowledge of the 
glory of God in the face of Jesus Christ.” The 
Apostie having compared the mind of man by na- 
ture, with respect unto the power of discerning, 
spiritual things, to the state of all things.under 
darkness before the creation; he compares the 
powerful working of God in iilumination, to the 
act of his omnipotency in the production, or crea- 
tion of natural light, and he ascribes our ability to 
know, and our actual knowledge of God in Christ, 
unto his real efficiency and operation. 

2. It is principally with respect unte the will 
and its depravity that we are said to be dead in 
sin. And herein is seated that pecuiiar obstinacy, 
whende. it is that no unregeverate person doth or

ZANESVILLE SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 
From the M. Messenger. 

A vumber of the young Ladies of this place or- 
ganized themselves into a Society in March, 
1817, for affording instruction to children on the 
Sabbath. ‘Twelve of them andertook the labor 
of teaching alternately, so that not less than four 
teachers attended each Sabbath, with a few ex- 
ceptions. Several married ladies have also uni- 
ted their labours. 

They succeeded ia overcoming, by degrees, 
the prejudices and difficulties usually attending 
new projects, so far as to have more scholars than 
could well be attended by them. 

The happy effects produced by the female 
school at length gave rise to an association ofa 
number of gentlemen of the place, to aid.and as. 
sist in extending its benefits. ‘This society, by its 
managers, have now under their care the male 
scholars, who are taught by eix or eight teachers 
oftheir own sex, the girls on one side, and the 
boys on the other side of the court house. ; 

As religious instruction was the primary object, 
the schools are regalarly opened and closed each 
day with prayer, or singing a hymn: and from 
the repert of each school by its managers and 
teachers, a large proportion of the scbolags are in 
the Testament and Bible Classes, and are hope. 
fally progressing in committing to memory por- 
tions of Scripture, Catechisms, Hymns, &c.
